Civil Courts. 

Some of our readers may remember that a 
year or two ago we made allusion to our be- 
lief that the courts were influenced by finance, 
or by financial considerations, or by regard for 
financial interests to a greater degree than by 
regard for considerations of physical safety or 
moral principles. - In noticing the list of con- 
victs received at the Ohio Penitentiary. from 
January 7th to January 11, inchusiye, this 
opinion is strengthened. . The following is a 
list of. sentences. inflicted. by_the judges, with 
the offenses :

Examine this list carefully and the reader 
observes that property offenses are considered 
fully as important as. offenses against the hu- 
man person. This,is wrong. When the judges 
impose such sentences, the people doubt. 
Even Justice Brewer, of the Supreme Court 
of the United States, last summer, used the 
following language: 


What can be done to stay this epidemic of lynch- 
ing? One thing is the establishment of a greater con- 
fidence in the summary and certain punishment of the 
criminal. Men are afraid of the law’s. delays and the 
uncertainty of its results. Not that they doubt the 
integrity of the judges, but they know that the law 
abounds with technical rules and that appellate courts 
will often reverse a judgment of conviction for a disre- 
gard of such rules, notwithstanding,a full belief in the 
guilt of the accused.. If: all were certain that the 
guilty ones would be promptly tried and punished, the 
inducement to lynch would be largely taken away. 


When a justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States makes such an admission, the 
common people who are afraid to go to court 
may well have their suspicions also, and have 
the privilege of expressing them. 

Even the President of the United States, 
last summer, said these words with reference 
to the operation of the cuvrts: 
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The substantial rights of the prisoner to a fair trial 
must, of course, be guaranteed, as you have, so justly 
insisted that they should be; but, subject to this guar- 
antee, the law must work swiftly and surély, and all 
the agents. of the law should realize the wrong they 
do when they ‘permit justice to be delayed or thwarted 
for technical’ or insufficient reasons, We must show 
that the law is adequate to deal with crime by freeing 
it from every vestige of technicality and delay. 

It is now known all over the United States 
that the work of Prosecutor Folk in St. Louis, 
Mo., has been largely nullified by the action of 
the supreme court of the state, releasing. the 
convicted felons on technicalities. Turn to 
the state prison records again for offenses and 
sentences :

It ‘is thus. safer to destroy the lifetime of 
a girl than to steal money; that is, safer, ae- 
cording to the courts. And, according to the 
New York Tribune, disrespect to the judge 
himself is equally dangerous with moral of- 
fenses; for the report is that a certain judge 
in' Kings County sentenced a prisoner to four 
years in state prison. The prisoner muttered, 
“You can do as you please.” Whereupon the 
judge said, “I want none of your impudence. 
{ will ehange your sentence. You will go io 
Sing Sing for six years.” As the prisoner was 
being led away, he was heard to mutter again, 
and the officer told the judge; whereupon the 
judge had him brought back, and said, “You 
will go to Sing Sing for nine years.” 

When judges are compelled to maintain 
their dignity by such means, their dignity is 
on a very ‘small base. 

Take: another set of sentences. We quote 
‘these consecutively from the records: 

Grand Lareeny, 1 year. 

Grand Larceny, 1 year. 

Manslaughter, 1 year. 

Cutting to kill, 1 year. 

Grand Larceny, 3 years. 

Attempt at burglary, 5 years. 

Manslaughter, 2 years. 


The Dayton News of September 17, 1903, re- 
ferring to the Missouri case, uses the follow- 
ing language: 

CRITICISM OF THE CoUBTS.—The day approaches when 
a spade will be called a spade, when facts will not be 
covered by forms, when vigorous truth will paint pub- 
lic acts in their true colors, even though those acts 
are the acts of the judiciary on the bench. An .ex- 
ample of this was recently shown in the corruption- 
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ruled state of. Missouri, which, in public acts that are 
rotten, is second only to Ohio, under the control of 
the political machine. The supreme court of Missouri 
made a decision recently so palpably unjust and so 
at variance with’ law and -reason that it aroused 
general indignation, The Warrenburg Standard-Her- 
ald went to the pith of, the matter and, denounc- 
ed the court as follows: 

“The victory of the railroad has been complete and 
the corruption of the supreme court has. been thor- 
ough. It has reversed and stultified itself in this case 
until no sane man can have any other opinion but that 
the judges who concurred in the opinion dismissing the 
Oglesby case have been bought in the interest of the 
railroad. The corporations have long owned the legis- 
lature; now they own the supreme court, and the eiti- 
zen who applies to either'for justice against. the cor- 
poration gets nothing. Rube Oglesby and his attorney, 
Mr. O. L. Houts, have made a strong fight for justice. 
They have not got it. The quivering limb that Rube 
left beneath the rotten freight car of Independence 
Hill and his blood that stained the right of way of the 
soulless corporation, have been buried beneath the wise 
legal verbiage of a venal court, and the wheels of the 
Juggernaut will continue to grind out men’s lives, and 
a crooked court will continue to refuse them and their 
relatives damages, until the time comes when Mis- 
sourians, irrespective of polities, rise up in their'might 
and slay at the ballot box the corporation-bought law- 
makers of the state.” 

The court thus criticized ordered the arrest of the 
editor for contempt and fined him $500. He could not 
pay it, but the publie responded, paid the fine and 
applauded him for telling the truth. The facts are 
that the court is not above criticism in any state and 
this “contempt” bugaboo that is held over the news- 
papers covers a multitude of sins. It should be remov- 
ed and the court be held subject to criticism, the same 


as other public officials. 

We remember very well the case in West 
Virginia, in August or September last year, 
where a jury of six were impanelled to try a 
case, and the justice directed the jury to bring 
in a verdict for the plaintiff: The jurors re- 
fused to do so, and the justice threatened to 
jail them for contempt. We have not heard 
the result. 

We notice the following in the Christian 
Advocate of November 19, 1903: 


A REMARKABLE TWIST OF JURISPRUDENCE.—The deal- 
ing of the court with Young, grandson of Brigham Young, 
for a foul murder, which he confessed, is a serious 
aberration of justice. It is admitted that he knew 
he was doing murder when he did it, and knew that 
it was unlawful, and it was obvious that he was not 
compelled to do it. That is’ a common-sense defiyition 
of responsibility for crime. . But there was an immense 
amount of money. Medical experts were ready to 
testify that he was “medically insane,” though the 
judge himself affirmed that he was “legally sane and 
responsible.” Instead of being sent to the elestrical 
chair, he is sentenced for life, and his lawyer declares 
that he will immediately attack that and try to get 
him into a place for the imsane. The excuse for this 
disposition of the case is that there might have been 
a disagreement of the jury. There might have been 
several trials, and Young might have escaped at last; 
but it is well asked by a writer on the subject, “Is it 
not an appalling thing that the law made for the pro- 
tection of human ‘life should have become perverted 
into an almost perfect shield of defense for those who 
take it?” There is little room for doubt that if this 
man had been a tramp he would have been condemned 
to death; or that he deserved any less fate. A pre- 
cedent has been made for judges to change the grade 
of murder practically from first to second degree when 
a “man is legally sane and responsible.” 


OrneR Marrers oF GENERAL INTEREST ARE: 
Credible reports from Russia represent the in- 
ternal condition as gloomy; frequent execu- 
tions or imprisonments of political suspects 
taking place. On account of the slanderous 
mistreatment of W. R. Hearst, his mother has 
withdrawn from the University of California 


her regular gifts to the “Domestic Industries,” 
the “College Settlement,” and the “Young 
Women’s Christian Association,” and from the 
Phoebe A. Hearst College for Kindergartners, 
at Washington, her annual gift of $16,000. 
The mining companies of South Africa are 
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now receiving Chinese coolies by the thousand, 
on arrangement with the Chinese government. 
Editors in the Philippine Islands, having been 
charged with libel, demanded a trial by jury, 
which was refused them; and the Supreme 
Court of the United States decides that they 
have no right to jury trial.. The court voted 
5 to 4. In Colorado, trial of-any kind, except 
by the military, is denied in some districts: 
Thus insidiously liberty is undermined. The 
hewspapers are very angry with Dr. Parkhurst 
for showing how they assist gambling in. New 
York City, in connection with horseracing. 
Reductions of wages, discharges of thousands 
of workmen, lock-outs, and strikes abound. 
The automobiles are exciting much hatred, 
partly because of the recklessness of the 
owners as to injuring pedestrians, and partly 
because of the indifference with which the 
owners pay their fines. The war in San Do- 
mingo is supposed to have been brought to an 
end by the tactful management of Commander 
Dillingham of the United States navy. Re- 
member his name. His act is more glorious 
than shelling a city, or invading a semi-civi- 
lized land. Russian mines having been found 


_ at sea, many miles outside of Russian waters, 


neutral nations are deeply interested. The 
British are reinforcing their “peaceful” expe- 
dition in Tibet. The. peaceful expedition is 
fighting occasionally; and is now neither ad- 
vancing nor retreating. The late report pub- 
lished in the daily papers of a cure of leprosy 
was false. The new census makes the popula- 
tion of the Philippines to be 7,635,426. The 
Japanese have- beaten back the Russians after 
very hard fighting, and in all important move- 
ments the Japanese are successful. In Hearst’s 
suit. agianst the Coal Trust, E. B. Thomas, of 
the Trust, testified to the effect that coal was 
not a necessity, but a luxury, and that people 
might burn other fuel, such as gas, ete., if the 
price of coal were too high. It was proved 
that even with the increased pay to miners the 
profits of the Coal Trust are greater than ever 
before. The-Cumberland Presbyterians voted, 
notwithstanding the opposition of. the minor- 
ity, to consolidate with the Presbyterian 
Church. From this we infer that they con- 
sider that the Presbyterian Church did change 
its creed. Russia buys war material in Ger- 
many, without regard to neutrality. United 
States marines have been landed in Africa, “to 
protect the Belgian legation.” It is little bet- 
ter than civil war in the troubled districts in 
Colorado. The union miners offer a reward 
for the apprehension of the men or men guilty 
of the deadly dynamite explosion we an- 
nounced last week. With reference to the 
rioting there, it must be remembered that the 
military were first brought into the strike dis- 
trict when there had been no violence; also 
that the military was under the pay of the 
mine owners. The military, after having 
compelled various civil officers, elected by the 
people, to resign, now orders the striking 
miners to go to work, or leave the region. The 
mine owners have organized a vigilance com- 
mittee. At one of their meetings ropes were 
lying on the table. The regular sheriff was 
compelled to resign by a rope thrown around 
his neck, and tightened. The union stores 
have been looted. The union men ‘ officially 
and definitely charge that the violence has in 
every case where proof has been developed, 
been traced to the conspiracy of mine owners, 
contrary to what we announced. The military 
have a number of civil officers under arrest. 


‘The paper published in the interest of the 


strikers was wrecked by unknown armed 


parties, inflicting a loss of $8,000, including 
linotype machines, The governor of the state 
had suspended the writ of habeas corpus, and 
the supreme court sustained him. Since then 
the military proceeded by train to’a mining 
camp and attacked miners at work, causing 
casualties, and making the miners surrender. 
The Supreme Court decided the anti-anarchy 
law to: be constitutional. The churches of 


Missouri induced the governor to prevent a- 


bull fight arranged by the managers of the St. 
Louis fair; and the 7,000 spectators became a 
nob, wrecking the amphitheater, or burning it. 
President Cassatt, of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, agrees to the appointment of Attorney 
General Knox as successor to Senator Quay, 
and it is said that the governor of Pennsy!- 
vania will so act. The military in Colorado 
closed a union mine. 407 persons died last 
year from the use of toy pistols on the 4th 


of July. The Presbyterian Church has 1,094,- 


196 members. The English> are considering 
adopting ‘the system of conscription for the 
army, like the continental nations of Europe. 
The union of the Primitive Methodists with 
the Methodist Protestants is now said to be 
“practically assured.” The Free Baptist, of 
that denomination, is to be merged into the 
Morning Star. In the House of Commons, of 
England, a labor bill was passed, providing 
that. union strikers may establish peaceful 
pickets, may combine to do anything a single 
workman. may, and that union funds are not 
subject to damage suits for actions of members 
not authorized. Very unwisely, the managers 
of the St. Louis fair make an exhibition of the 
burglars’ finest tools and helps. Infernal ma- 
chines have been found in the czar’s_palace, 
both working. This has been denied officially, 
but is almost certainly true. Mayor Harrison, 
of Chicago, announces that he will prohibit 
betting at the Derby race there. The mine 
owners wrecked the lodge rooms of various 
secret societies at Victor, Colorado, even 


-ladies’ lodges ; even wrecking a piano. At Chi- 


cago -brickmakers struck because the employ- 
ers made larger bricks than agreed; and the 
employers yielded and paid the men for the 
two days lost in strike. In Germany, 20,000,- 
000 bushels of potatoes, out of 55,000,000 
raised, are made into alcohol, which is used 
for fuel, light and power. The steamships are 
bringing immigrants into this country at the 
rate of $10 for passage money. The Colorado 
miners’ union has appealed to President 
Roosevelt to investigate their wrongs, prom- 
ising him their help. Dowie was refused ac- 
commodation at the hotels in London, Eng- 
land, and went.to the Zionist headquarters. 
The hotels feared mobs.. Ricarte, the Filipino, 
has, been sentenced to six years’ imprisonment 
and $5,000 fine, for conspiring against the 
United States government. In nine years Eng- 
land has had fourteen wats; and war ex- 
penses, covering the time of peace as well as 
war, have been over $3,000,000,000. John D. 
Rockefeller is reported to be combining all the 
mining interests of the United States into one 
tremendous property; capital, ($2,500,000,000) 
two and one-half billions. Willis J. Abbott, 
in the June Pilgrim, says, “Miss Ida Tarbeli, 
in McClure’s Magazine, has said things about 
Mr. Rockefeller that one of the smallest men 


_in this country could not aecept without a 


libel suit. Mr. Rockefeller listens to these 
charges, which are in effect, that he is.a per- 
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jurer, a liar and a seoundrel, and he says noth- 
ing.” Whether the charges are true we do not 
know ; but they are now of public importance. 





Nickname. 


~ We regret to find the following passage in 
the Independent, of April 14, 1898: 


For a generation ‘after the crucifixion of our Lord 
the Christian Church had no name at all. Until they 
gladly accepted the nickname given at Antioch by their 
enemies, as the Methodists took their name, they call- 
ed themselves the Way, brethren, the disciples, the 
saints, the faithful, the elect or anything else that 
occurred to them asa loose and general designation 
of the followers of their Lord. 

We regret such remarks; for, considering 
other writing of the Independent, we infer that 
it has reference to the name Christian, as a 
nickname. The frequent assertion of such a 
statement becomes important when we call to 
mind that there is absolutely no proof that 
Christian was a nickname, and it is only an as- 
sumption of moderns who wish to use some 
other name; and there is very strong proof 
from language that it was not a nickname, and 
also from probabilities based on existing con- 
ditions. Let the ancient history be produced 
that states that Christian was a nickname. It 
is just as improper for a journal or commenta- 
tor in our day to manufacture evidence as to 
ancient events, as it would be for a writer in 
ancient times to misrepresent facts. 

Besides, all the arguments and probabilities 
that have any historical basis whatever, tend 
to convince one that there was no thought of 
nickname connected with the word Christian 
when first used. It,is easy to see that if Acts 
11:26 should read, “And the disciples were 


‘chrematized Congregationalists first at An- 


tioch,” that the Independent would not advo- 
cate the thought that it was a nickname. Also, 
if Peter had said, “If any man suffer as a 
Presbyterian or Baptist, let him not be asham- 
ed, but let him glorify God in this name,” the 
Independent would not claim that either was 
a nickname. 


Again, see the absurdity of the nickname 


theory by examining the very connection. See - 


the suggestions of inspiration in the whole 
connection : 

Barnabas “was a good man, and full of the Holy 
Spirit and of faith; and much people was added unto 
the Lord. . And he went forth to Tarsus to seek for 
Saul; and when he had found him, he brought him unto 
Antioch. And it came to pass that even for a whole 
year they were gathered together with the church, 
and taught much people; and that the disciples were 
called Christians first in Antioch. Now in these days 
there came down prophets from Jerusalem unto 
Antioch. And there stood up one of them named Aga- 
bus, and signified by the Spirit,” etc. 

Now insert the verb “nicknamed” (to justify 
the Independent’s theory) in the passage, in- 
stead of the words “were called,” and see how 
incongruous and ill-matched the whole be- 
comes. But insert the real meaning, were call- 
ed of God, and you see how harmonious is the 
whole. 

Besides the moral offense of asserting, with. 
out historical evidence, that the name Chris- 
tian was a nickname, we say it is not scholar- 
ly. And the Independent has made a serious 


slip.

Speaking of press parliaments, as we have done else- 
where, why should not the religious press of the coun- 
try have a parliament of its own some time in: the 
autumn before the close of the Fair? Do we not owe it 
to ourselves and to Christianity to thus magnify our 
calling? It is perhaps too late to enlist the representa- 
tives of the foreign religious press, to any large ex- 
tent, but we could at least gather a respectable number 
of the representatives of the religious press of our 
own country to consider some of the problems which 
confront us all. alike. 

Such a parliament or conference, it seems to us, 
would not only manifest the unity which now exists 
among us, but would do much to promote greater unity 
among the churches we severally represent. We could 
name some very vital questions for such editorial con- 
gress.

Union; Should the Religious Newspaper follow or lead 
Public Sentiment? What Changes, if any, Are Demand- 
ed in the Religious Newspaper to Adapt it to the Needs 
of Our Day? What Proportion Should be Maintained 
Between the News Feature and the Features of Edi- 
fication and Instruction? How far may the Religious 
Newspaper Deal with Questions of Historical Biblical 
Criticism ? 

These are a few of the topics that occur to us on 
the spur of the moment, that might be most profitably 
considered in a conference of religious editors and 
publishers. Why can we not plan for such a religious 
press congress yet? What have the brethren of the 
press to suggest in reference to the matter?

Here are the answers received.—EpIrTor.) 


May I offer the following thoughts on Rev., 
20th chapter : 

' ‘Pte first verse tells us it is an angel who 
binds Satan, and the time one thousand years. 
As to the length of the thousand years, see 
2 Peter 3:8; Psalm 90:4. 

Thrones, a place’ for judgment. Matt. 19: 
28; Dan. 7:9, 10; Luke 22:30. 

Reigning with Christ. Romans 8:17; 2 
Tim. 2:12, and others. From the preceding 
Scripture we see it is not the wicked dead who 
judge or rule with Christ, and the sixth verse 
adds,” they shall be priests and reign during 
the thousand years. 

Again, Heb. 9:28: “Unto those who look 
for his appearing.” Titus 2:13, speaking of 
Christian living, “looking for the hope and 
glorious .appearing ;” aré’ the unsaved looking 
for his coming? Whom can it be but blood- 
washed ones, the bride-elect? 

When Christ comes again, those who are 
looking shall be caught up to meet their Lord 
in the air, and 1 Thess. 4:17 adds, “so shall 








they ever be with their Lord.” That point is’ 
clearly settled, “forever with him.” ; 

The sum, briefly outlined, is this: At the 
beginning of the thousand years Jesus comes 
in the clouds of the air and sends his angels 
to gather. together the elect (Matt. 24:31) ; 
and they meet there their Lord. From preced- 
ing references we found their work was to sit 
on thrones, judging, etc. During the thousand 
years Satan is bound, and at its close loosed 
for a time; but during these years the Jews 
will have returned to their own land, and the 
peoples or nations on earth will look to them 
for light, counsel. (See Isa. 2, Micah 4, and 
other passages. ) 

At the close of the thousand years, when 
Satan is loosed, will come the awful battle of 
Armageddon (verses 7-9), and then the judg- 
ment of nations, followed by final judgment 
(verses 12,.13). For judgment of nations, 
read Matt. 25:31, 32; Hag. 2:22; Rev. 16:19; 
Jer. 25:31, 33; Joel 3:1, 2, 12, ete. 

You will notice chapter 21 begins, “New 
heaven and a new earth.” Second verse, “Com- 
ing down from God out of heaven.” , Destruc- 
tion of the old (2 Peter 3:7).

The Beginning of the End.

The Four Winds of the Earth. 

“And after these things I.saw four angels standing 
on the four corners of the earth, holding the four 
winds of the earth, that the wind should not blow on 
the earth, nor on the sea, nor on any tree.” Rev. 7:1. 

The angels holding the winds are civilized 
and at least nominal Christian governments; 
the winds are the agitation and struggle of 
international politics, including, perhaps, 
also immigration and commerce. The open- 
ing pf the sixth seal, representing and sym- 
bolizing the sixth period of church history, 
parallels and co-ordinates the sounding of the 
sixth trumpet, which represents and symbol- 
izes the sixth period of secular history. The 
terrible convulsions of the French Revolution 
are a striking fulfillment of the opening 
events of the sixth seal, symbolized by an 
earthquake and the horrors of its attendant 
phenomena. ‘No one who has read the his- 
tory of France from 1789 to 1815 but must be 
compelled to acknowledge that from the ac- 
cumulated stores of the world’s literature no 
more fitting and striking symbols could have

been chosen to portray this appalling enigma 
of the ‘science if history. 

Napoleon Bonaparte, like a burning meteor, 
shot across the political heavens, filling the 
nations of Europe with terror, and drove them 
by the sheer force of necessity for self-preser- 
vation to form one of the most powerful po- 
litical alliances of modern times. Thus were 
brought together the four powers that have 
held the four winds of the earth from that 
time until the present day. The church is 
greatly indebted to these four great powers, 
namely, England, Germany, France, and Rus- 
sia, for keeping the nations of Europe in re- 
straint amidst the struggle of political opin- 
ions, like Aeolus restraining the fury of the 
winds. 

This era of comparative peace has given the 
church an unparalleled opportunity for world- 
wide evangelization, the stupendous results of 
which, in the number of conversions (2 Cor. 
1:22; Eph. 1:13) are typified or symbolized 
by the sealing of the one hundred and forty- 
four thousand of the twelve tribes of Israel, , 


_ paralleled by a like number of Gentiles under 


a co-ordinating sixth sign recorded in the 
fourteenth chapter of Revelation. They were 
sealed in their foreheads to signify the fact 
that they mentally recognized the divine Son- 
ship. The number 144,000 is not to be taken 
literally, but as a symbol, being the square of 
twelve multiplied by 1,000, showing the rapid 
growth of the true church while the winds— 
the struggle of political opinions—are _ re- 
strained. We are probably nearing the end of 
this divine parenthesis and beginning to real- 
ize a measure of the spirit that shall charac- 
terize the two decades of controversial silence, 
and also to enjoy the growing spirit of unity 
and brotherly love which mark the opening of 
the seventh seal. The evidences of this may 
be found in the overtures for union among va- 
rious denominations, and the incipient move- 
ments looking toward church federation. 


A volume of no small proportions would be 
necessary to merely collate the numerous 


facts and data which are here merely referred 
to. These events will be approximated by the 
sounding of the sixth trumpet, which will be 
inaugurated or take place in the midst of a 
terrible conflict that will center about the 
river Euphrates and the far East.

This is the question which our student boys 
and girls, and thousands in middle life are 
asking: “How can you keep your faith while 
you think about things?” 

So asks the college girl who tells us that 
between her philosophy classes and her Bible 
course, she gets into more mazes of doubt and 
uncertainty every day. 

So. too, does the college boy, unless he drives 
out all thought by physical dissipation at foot 
ball, or in the “Dutch Kitchen,” over a beer 
mug, after hard work in lecture room, labora- 
tory or manual labor shop is over. How ¢an a 
thinking lad or lassie of to-day, inhabiting the 
new heavens and the new earth revealed by 
modern science, be a Christian and “onl¥ be- 
lieve?” 

The average college student finished the 
study of theology some time ago in_ the 
Sunday-school, under a sweet young lady 
of sixteen, or twenty, most probably. How 
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can he keep faith now? Graduated from high 
school into the university, where the profess- 
ors bid you doubt and question, the old nar- 
row path seems ever narrower: amid quag- 
mires without landmarks on one side, and 
abysses and quicksands on the other; or, led 
up over exceeding high mountains of daring 
speculation into immensities and infinities, 
the youth seems to be travelling through rari- 
fied atmosphere in a balloon just about to 


‘burst. 


“T don’t know whether I believe in any- 
thing,” is the despairing cry. 

After this, look out for the hardened man, 
who makes no more fights or struggles, but set- 
tles down into sterility and hardness, good for 
this world only—a Confucian Chinaman, with 
out knowing it. 

Or, behold the wild-eyed male or female 
seeker after and victim of every apostle of the 
isms, needy adventurer, or fattener on human 
guilabilitv. “Ever learning and never able 
to come to the knowledge of the truth,” are 
these “clouds without water.” “Thrice dead, 
plucked up by the root’—they are dead facts 
stranded on the shores of the oblivious years. 
Every community is full of them. They are 
spoil for the spoiler. 

It is not thinking that destroys faith. In 
fact, to make a trained thinker, a spiritual 
athlete, the true college professor, seeking to 
turn out stalwart intellects, yea, and true 
Christians, also, first seeks to melt down as 
the sun the icicle, the old ways of thinking, 
the pretty snow-wreaths of the callow student. 
He cannot fulfill unless he first destroys much. 
He throws the boy overboard in order to teach 
him how to swim. So Jesus, against “Ye have 
heard it said in'old time,” put his, “but I say 
unto you.” Christianity is Christ. All else 
is dilution. 

Yes! my young student friend, there is a 
way to use your mind and be the stronger in 
faith. Here Jesus is the teacher of teachers. 
“Ye believe in God, believe also in me.” 

Doing helps us mightily to know of the doc- 
trine, whether it be of God. “If I hadn’t got 
mission work to do, and turned my belief as 
far as I had any, into life and action, I should 
have been an infidel,” said my fellow student 
under Doctor Shedd, and now the successor 
of Phillips Brooks. Yes, our famous teacher, 
who, with his eye on a single speck in the ceil- 
ing, sharp-pointed pencil in hand, took us up 
into the aspirations of Deity, and later showed 
us “Calvinism, Pure and Mixed,” tried hon- 
estly to reconcile to the modern world Augus- 
tine and Anselm and Aquinas and Edwards, 
and, still more audaciously and with honest 
self-persuasion, attempted to reconcile Christ 
to these worthies and, almost, as we thought, 
to show their equal-claims on us. 

How far behind seems that world of ideas 
of even thirty years ago! Yet the Christ is 
still ahead. 


Generation after generation has said “Lord, 
Lord, permit us to explain thee and thy teach- 
ings, permit us to limit thee by making thee 
talk our dialect, to clothe thy gospel in terms 
of our philosophy and view of the universe.” 
How well. they suceeded—for a time! 

Yet, “the Word of God is not-bound.” It 
cannot be. Living Samson breaks his withes 
and new ropes. In reality the old Jesus Way 
is still plain. Yes, shining clear, even to the 
fool, whether wayfaring man on the highway. 
freshman in college, or baldheaded scholar im- 
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mersed in walls of books. Blessed is the man 
that can see the divine Christ as the ever fresh 
teacher, making obsolete the old hampering 
systems that are orthodoxies or heterodoxies, 
certificated by sects or ecclesiastical cor- 
porations or popular theologians, as com-. 
pared with the teachings of the Son of Man. 
His teachings are plain. Twenty centuries 
have added nothing to them, nor can add. If 
philosopher and theologian, agnostic and con- 
fessionalist, school and party, ism and every 
“new idea” have demonstrated anything, it is 
their utter impotence to make a _ Christian. 
Christ is still ahead, Lord of the centuries, and 
Christianity means loyalty to him. “Behold, I 
make all things new,” are his own words. 

The Protestant Reformation was a revolu- 
tion only in forms; ours of the past fifty years 
is a revolutior in spirit. Most of old apolo- 
getics, Paley, Butler, and all their host are 
hopelessly antiquated; but for us, the men 
of modern mind in the twentieth century, the 
Christ, the divine Christ, with the white hair 
of eternity, has the bright eyes of eternal 
youth. His word stands. His commands are 
binding. His way of life is the only one. 

So fear not, little maid in college, tossed be- 
tween the rabbi and the philosopher. Don’t 
read Paul and Augustine and Aquinas and 
Calvin and Drummond first, and then try to 
understand the Christ. Read Jesus first. Take 
him seriously. Prove by practice that his 
ideas are workable. Believe in his doctrine of 
the second mile. Demonstrate what it means. 
You’ll not know him well until you do. Then 
you'll find him divine. Saturate your mind 
with his mind. Do your Father’s will, and 
you’ll soon learn how to value all things out- 
side the soul and God, yes, even the Bible, 
church, the fathers, theology, and _ teachers. 
With Jesus you cannot go wrong. It isn’t 
possible to do so. You may have to walk over 
Calvary, but not into the mire. Prophecy, 
knowledge, philosophy, creed, catechism shall 
fail. The Word abides. The text will always 
be more than the commentary. Jesus’ words 
will never fail. Master the Master. First, 
last, always, test all things by him. Let 
philosopher, priest, teacher, new or old, “ad- 
vanced” or “orthodox,” go. Cling to Christ. 
Walk in his footsteps. Do his will. 

Jesus is the bright and morning star. Even 
what appeared to us the very heavens and 
earth of proper belief has already passed 
away, but Christ’s words will never pass 
away. Twenty centuries only brighten them. 
“His name is called the Word of God.” 


So, my college maiden, don’t fear to think. 
Have only the fear‘ of the Lord which makes 
clean, purifies. Even our dear Leader in 
Gethsemane “was heard in that he feared.” 
The modern man may be a Christ man; yea. 
abundantly, for the modern world is part of 
the coming perfect world which Jesus came 
to bring. Somehow or other Jesus of the Gos- 
pels seems wonderfully at home in it—that is, 
if we are doing his will, and believe his Word 
“inasmuch.” Learn what it means to die 
daily. Keep ever in faith’s eye the picture of 
the Leader “conquering and to conquer.” 
whose armies follow him clothed in white 
linen, the righteousness of saints. "Twixt 
rabbi and seer “fix your eye upon Jesus.” 
Into that Holy City and heavenly kingdom 
not vet come, but ever coming down upon the 
earth, “the fearful and unbelieving” can never 
enter; but the brave in faith who do his will

How their hearts go out to- 
wards the man who sets himself up as an au- 
thority, and boldly declares’ that all the hell 
there is apart from a guilty conscience, is the 
grave, and that good men and bad men alike 
enter there, when all their sufferings are for- 
ever at an end. Even many good and appar- 
ently wise men can see no justice in the Al- 
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mighty inflicting endless punishment upon 
his human off-spring for a few short years of 
sinful indulgence. And so they would modify 
the, punishment by shortening the time to a 
few years in the under-world; the period of 
suffering to be proportionate to the magnitude 
of their crimes while in the flesh. Others revolt 
at the idea of such barbarity, and endeavor 
to exonerate God from the charge of such un- 
paralleled cruelty by asserting that the wicked 
will lie down in death to rise no more, or if 
again quickened into life, only to be burnt up 
root and branch, and be as though they never 
had been. ; 

They offset future punishment in hell by 
declaring that the wicked have no immortality, 
consequently no eternal life, and even though 
they had such punishment, would be out of 
harmony with the mercy and boundlessness of 
God’s infinite love. 

The term “hell” has an unpleasant sound, 
being an exceedingly troublesome term, and 
must be got rid of; and if by no other way, 
then by stripping it of its obvious meaning: 

It has a meaning, and there should be some 
way of reaching it. It is not a verb, nor an 
adverb when standing alone, and therefore it 
must be a noun; if a noun, then the name of 
a place, and if,a place, then not a condition. 
If a place, it is somewhere. We may not be 
able to define its locality, even though certified 
as to its actual existence. Our finite limita- 
tions preclude the possibility of exploring the 
geographical outlines of the other world, but, 
that does not destroy our faith in its exist- 
ence. 

Admitting that the generally accepted mean- 
ing,may not be the correct meaning, we are 
beund to respect the definition given to it by 
competent scholars, men having made them- 
selves thoroughly acquainted with the use 
made of it by those who originated it. — Al- 
though of different forms it has become a 
part of almost every language under the sun, 
and bears with it a similarity. if not an iden- 
tical meaning. 

Among the Anglo-Saxons, “hell” is in the 
English form, and means to cover or conceal. 
The Dutch form is “hel,” or “helle.” French, 
“hol.” German, “holle.” Icelandic, “hel,” 
“helia,” death, or the goddess of death. Bos- 
worth supposes it to have originated from the 
old: “Halla,” or “Walhalla,” the abode of 
death of the northern nations. Worcester, in 
his unabridged lexicon, defines it thus: (1) 
The region of the dead; the grave. (2) The 
place of the devil and wicked souls, or spirits; 
the abode of the wicked after death. In his 
note of explanation, he says, “When we speak 
as Christians, we always express by it the 
place of punishment of the wicked after the 
general judgment, as opposed to heaven, the 
place of reward of the righteous.” 

The Hebrew Sheol and the Greek Hades, 
usually translated hell, mean the resting-place 
of the body after death. Compare Ps. 16:10 
with 49:15, and Acts 2:31 and Isa. 14:9 with 
Eze. 31:16. 

Again, by comparing Ps. 16:10 with Luke 
16 :23, 24, 25 and Matt. 10:28, we discover that 
it has a more extended meaning; that it is the 
temporary abode of the spirit as well as the 
body. “It is most commonly applied to a 
place of punishment in the unseen world, and 
is usually represented in the Greek New Tes- 
tament by the term Gehenna, in the valley of 
Hinnom.. Hinnom derived its name from the 
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son of Hinnom, a narrow valley just south of 
Jerusalem, running up westward from the val- 
ley of the Cedron, and passing into the valley 
of Gihon, which follows the base of Mount Zion 
north, up to the Joppa gate. In the Jowest 
part, towards the southeast and _ near the 
king’s gardens and Siloam, the idolatrous 
Israelites made their children pass through 
the fire to Molech. It is also called Tophet, de- 
rived from the Hebrew toph. 


It seems clear that the later Jews borrowed 
their usage of the fire of the valley of Hinnom 
to represent the punishment of the wicked in 
the future world directly from two passages in 
Isaiah: “For Tophet is ordained of old; yea, 
for the king it is prepared; he hath made it 
deep and large; the pile thereof is fine and 
much wood; the breath of the Lord, like a 
stream of brimstone, doth kindle it.” Chapter 
30:33. “And they shall go forth and look upon 
the carcasses of the men that have transgressed 
against me; for their worm shall not die, and 
they shall be an abhorring unto all flesh.” 
Chapter 66, verse 24. There is scarcely room 
for doubt but that the Jews transferred the 
name Gehenna—that is, valley of Hinnom— 
to the place in which devils and wicked men 
are to be punished in eternal fire, and which 
in the New Testament is always translated 
hell. The American revisers in the following 
quotations uniformly translate the word Ge- 
henna: Matt. 5:22, 29, 30; 10:28; Mark 9: 
43; 45:47; Luke 12:5. ; 

The rebellious angels are said, in the orig- 
inal Greek, to have been cast down into “Tar- 
tarus,” this being the Grecian name of the 
lowest abyss of Hades. Other expressions are: 
“Outer darkness,” “flame,” “furnace of fire,” 
“unquenchable fire,” “fire and: brimstone,” in- 
dicating the dreadfulness of the anguish there 
endured. Milton, in “Paradise Lost,” thus 
describes hell:. “A dungeon horrible, on all 
sides round, as one great furnace flamed; yet 


‘from those flames no light, but rather dark- 


ness visible; served only to discover sights of 
woe, regions of sorrow, doleful shades, where — 
peace and rest can never dwell, hope never 
comes, that comes to all, but torture without 
end.” 

Why do I write on such an unpleasant sub- 
ject, do you ask? Why not write: more about 
the love of Ged? You can never frighten the 
sinner or drive him into a place of safety by 
such a course. If he is ever led to love the 
Lord, it will be because he is made to feel that 
God loved him first and continues to love him, 
even though he does not love God in return. 
Very true; but God’s love is just as strongly 
expressed when he warns of danger and ap- 
proaching destruction, as when he lovingly in- 
vites. Some persons require to be startled be- 
fore they will take time to consider or put 
forth an effort to change their position. Faith- 
fulness on the part of the watchman demands 
that both sides of the picture shall be pre- 
sented. I have therefore two valid reasons for 
presenting the dark side in this article: 

1. . For correcting the mistaken idea that 
many. seem to have concerning this dreadful 
place, and, if possible, silence the tongue of 
idle boasters as to its non-existence. 


2- The obligation resting upon the watch- 
man to declare the whole truth, so that in the 
final reckoning no loss shall be attributed to 
him. The condition of society at the present 
time is not the most encouraging. The pleas- 
ures of the world and the gratification of the 
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‘flesh. not only fascinate, but are overwhelm- 
ingly in the ascendency. If utterances and 
actions are true indicators of the state of the 
. heart within, then the love of the world and 
its-pleasures dominates the life of the masses. 
In almost all religious circles the problem of 
how to reach the masses and attract them to 
the house.of the Lord is being discussed, while 
no satisfactory results are witnessed. The the- 
ater,\ ball-room, gambling table, boxing parlor, 
and play-ground draw away nearly or quite 
one-half of our church members, while but a 
limited number of actual workers have the 
courage of their convictions. 

Is there not cause for the voice of warning? 
Is not this state of things largely the result of 
laxity in teaching on the part of those claim- 
ing to be God’s messengers? Why this cry of 
peace, when (iod has said that there is no 
peace to the wicked? Why this manifest dis- 
position to say smooth things, while sinners 
are standing over the dark abyss of hell? 
Why? Because it is modern ideas, in sharp 
antagonism against primitive. There are not 
many Pentecostal sermons preached now, and 
still less Pentecostal conversions chronicled. 
Let the two-edged sword be unsheathed and 
honestly wielded, fearless of. man, and the 
slain of the Lord shall be many. Listen not 
to the voice which cries, There is no hell, no 
future punishment, even though it be the 
voice of a D.D., LL.D. Listen: “When I 
bring the sword upon a land, if the people of 
the land take a man of their coasts and set 
him for a watchman; if when he seeth the 
sword come upon the land he blow the trum- 
pet and warn the people, then whosoever hear- 
eth the sound of the trumpet and taketh not 
warning, if the sword come and take him away, 
his blood shall be upon his own head. But if 
the watchman see the sword come, and blow 
not the trumpet, and the people be not warned, 
if the sword come and take any person from 
among them, he is taken away in his iniquity ; 
but his blood will I require at the watchman’s 
hand. So thou, O son of man, I[ have set thee 
a watchman unto the house of Israel; there- 
fore thou shalt hear the word at my mouth and 
warn them from me. When I say unto the 
wicked, O wicked man, thou shalt surely die, 
if thou dost not speak to warn the wicked from 
his way, that wicked man shall die in his in- 
iquity, but his blood will I require at thine 
hand. Neverthéless, if thou warn the wicked 
of his way to turn from it, if he do not turn 
from his way, he shall die in his iniquity; but 
thou hast delivered thy soul.” 

Add to this the Savior’s warning: “And 
fear not them which kill the body, but are not 
able to kill the soul; but rather fear him which 
is able to destroy both soul and body in hell,” 
and the watchman’s responsibility is empha- 
sized. 

The law of restriction is in keeping with 
good government, and is not at variance with 
God’s nature, character and administration, 
neither is any law, written or unwritten, of 
value where there is no penalty annexed. 
Where the law is simple, reasonable, and for 
.the highest good of the subject, and easily to 
be obeyed, and the subject treats it with con- 
tempt by refusing. to honor its claims, notwith- 
standing frequent admonitions, and a per- 
sistent determination not to acknowledge his 
wrong, notwithstanding overtures of forgive- 
ness are held out as a guarantee for good be- 
havior, the punishment that follows, whatever 
its nature or duration, is self-imposed. Nor 
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has the transgressor any cause for charging 


‘the maker of such law with unkindness or lack 


of human sympathy or love. God’s love and 
mercy are wonderful, but his justice and 
truthfulness must also be respected.

A Good Pulpit Style.—Number 1. 
BY REV. J. R. HOAG. 


I desire to say a few things to that class of 
young ministers, as well as others, who have 


- not had the advantages of a school, and who 


may never have that privilege, but who by 
getting the right kind of books and listening 
to proper instruction, and especially if they 
have plenty of natural talent, may bring 
themselves up and'make very good speakers. 
Rule Number One is to address the audience. 
You want attention, for without it you can do 
nothing. Lift your eyes upon an audience re- 
spectfully and address the people in the fear 
of God. They will all know what that means. 
There is no harm in looking up if it is to ask 
the Father’s presence; star-gazing is a differ- 
ent thing. Your audience may not know what 
you mean by looking up to the ceiling. If you 
look down, your audience may think your van- 
ity runs more to fine clothes than to souls. 
Toying with a watch-chain, stroking the beard, 
or any other mysterious move, is out of place 
because it detracts attention from what you 
want to say. Remember you are in the pulpit. 
If you hesitate, vou lose confidence and pres- 
tige; if your eyes go with fool’s eyes to right 
or left in mysterious abstraction, it will be ac- 
counted dreaming, and not preaching. 

Your work is with the audience, and first im- 
pressions are keys of influence. Do not lose 
the first and most important moment, and 
never spoil a good beginning by making apol- 


ogies which are generally out of place. If 
Christ is your keynote, say it in so many 
words, or in movements which. are more 


weighty than words. If you do _ not bring 
Christ with you, call it not preaching; if there 
is more wind than water in the cloud, how will 
the thirst of the hearer be quenched? 


Never deal in circumlocution in first ad- 
dresses. An audience wants to know what 
you are there for. If you have _ no. tidings, 


what are you there for? If you have no 
tidings, you are in the wrong place; if you 
have nothing better to exhibit than yourself, 
you had better step aside. If you cannot make 
a beginning short of a fifteen-minute speech, 
you had better go into the mount of preaching 
and learn how to do it. Christ “opened his 
mouth and spake,” and within one minute was 
in the still glow of his work. And so with 
every good, earnest speaker. Look at Paul on 
Mars Hill; look at John in the beginning of 
all his sermons; look at Peter on the Pentecos- 
tal occasion ; look at Massillon at the funeral 
of a prince. “God only is great!” Moses 
never uttered a grander truth than this, “In 
the beginning God created the heavens and 
earth.” 


It is hazardous to attempt great things at 
the beginning of a sermon, but if they come by 
inspiration of the occasion it will generally 
be in place. You may by a few affectionate 
words conciliate attention by a brief but sig- 
nificant introduction, and touch chords of 


sympathy with the audience, which will pre- 
pare you to.do the most important work in 


human agency.

Le Grand.—The Iowa State Conference has 
completed its thirtieth annual session. The 
attendance was the largest for several years. 
The interest in the general work was good, 
and perfect harmony. prevailed. The presi- 
dent of each of the four local conferences re- 
ported the condition of the churches and work 
of the ministers of his conference. This was 
new in form and of interest to all. An intense 
interest in the DES MOINES work led to a 
thorough and general discussion. The entire 
state has had a part in that effort, and releas- 
ing it is inexpressibly sad to all alike. A com- 
promise was proposed by Rev. Carlyle Sum- 
merbell, to meet the difference of opinion: 
that the property be withdrawn from the sale 
list for three months. The motion was unani- 
mously adopted. If any means or prospect of 
reorganizing on a sound basis is’ feasible at 
that time, it will be gladly accepted. The 
work of the past year has scarcely reached 
ideal results, yet there has been much good 
done. The first year of field secretary work 
clearly demonstrated the importance of such 
an office. One feature of the field secretary 
work the past year has: been looking after 
property where a church organization was no 
longer possible, owing to local affairs or the 
natural result of business changes. This money 
becomes the nucleus for a building fund. 
Other property similarly situated was dis- 
posed of, the proceeds held in trust for the 
community. For years all efforts to re-estab- 
lish the work at these points have failed in vis- 
ible results. Rev. Joel Myers was elected for 
another year to the work; his acceptance was 
conditional. He required that the entire deficit 
in the past year’s salary be paid him, and the 
salary for the coming year be all assured regu- 
larly as it came due, as conditions necessary 
before he would enter on a second year’s work. 
The Executive Committee was prepared to 
cope with the first part of the proposition, but 
the last part was beyond present possibilities. 
Therefore Brother Myers resigned the office of 
field secretary, and the resignation was ac- 
cepted. Rev. J. C. Grafton was elected to the 
office of field secretary. Brother Grafton re- 
signed the office of treasurer of the lowa State 
Conference; Rev. J. E. Ball was elected to fill 
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In this work we hope for the confidence, 
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_ the yacancy. The new field secretary begins 


work the first of July. Brother Myers con- 
tinues until that-time. -The summer months 
will, be given largely to Palmer College inter. 
ests. The friends of education will do well to 
consider their own relation, financially, 
toward the purchase of the dormitory for Pal- 
mer College that has before been mentioned. 
The necessary amount, $1,000, is not yet se- 
cured, but the enterprise is by no means aban- 
doned, for it must succeed. There are ob- 
stacles to be met constantly by the church, or 
any organization or person aspiring to the de- 
velopment of the Christ-like character. To be 
retarded does not mean defeat, necessarily, but 
calls for perseverance, prayer and pluck. Dur- 
ing the State Conference the organization of 
the Iowa Christian Church Extension Society 
was merged into the conference as a depart- 
ment, and that special department,of the work - 
that has had its individual set of officers with 
special duties was all given into the care of 
one officer, known as the Secretary of State 
Church Extension. This was thought best, 
not that less church extension work is con- 
templated ; rather, earnest efforts are to be put 
forth, but to simplify the work or machinery. 
The personnel of the conference officers was 
unchanged, except that the president, Rev. 
George Milne, felt obliged to resign. The 
merging of the extension work into the con- 
ference as a department adds to the work of 
the conference president and necessitates fre- 
quent counseling of the Executive Board. 
Brother Milne’s location is such that this is 
impracticable because of the use of both time 
and money. Prof. Harry Haas, of Palmer Col- 


lege, was elected president. The conference 
voted to invite independent churches, _ irre- 


spective of name, to affiliate with the Christian 
church in all Christian work. The western 
conference was discussed and its interests 
given into the hands of a committee composed 
otf the presidents of the state conferences of 
Illinois, Iowa and Kansas. Dr. Whitaker, of 
the Kansas Christian College, who attended 
college commencement, remained for one day 
of conference business. Everybody enjoyed 
his genial humor and common sense. Rev. C. 
E. Luck gave an address on “Modern Interpre- 
tation of the Gospel,” which was timely and 
effective. The sermon of Rev. A. M. Kerr, of 
Dayton, Ohio, will be long remembered by his 
hearers. No one was disappointed as he stood 
before his audience and plead for a positive 
thought and doctrine to take the place of the 
negative that has served its purpose. Thurs- 
day evening was in charge of the trustees and 
faculty of Palmer College, and was devoted to 
toasts and an informal social in the college re- 
ception rooms and chapel. After the busy day 
in conference session the humor of toast-re- 
sponses and friendly conversation was restful 
and enjoyable. We were disappointed that 
Miss Mishler could not be present, as antici- 
pated. Her health has not yet improved suffi- 
ciently to allow her attendance. The entire 
conference session was beneficial and _pleas- 
ant.—OrpeHa ApKISON, Department Secretary 
of State Church Extension, June 10th.

How Do You Do It. 

Do what? Talk your preacher! You can 
talk him up, and you can talk him down, and 
you are doing one or the other—which is it? 
The world will accept him at your estimate, 
and respect him according to the measure 
of your own regard. A good many people talk 
the minister down. They discount all his do- 
ings. They misunderstand his plainest say- 
ings. They misinterpret his purest motives. 
They credit him with unworthy ambition. 
They predestinate his failure. They talk about 
the excellent qualities of his predecessor, ‘and 
of the good sermons and excellent pastoral 
service of the Rev. Dr. Amuser. They sigh 
for the beautiful sayings of the eloquent Mr. 
Smoother. They notice that the congregation 
is smaller than usual, and do not hesitate to 
mention it to their neighbors. The salary is 
unpaid, but they are not surprised. The pray- 
er-meeting is going down, and they think it 
no wonder. It is not now as it once was, and 
these pious old souls that are making it so, 
seem to regret the success of their own ef- 
forts. An angel from heaven could not succeed 
under such conditions. Do you think such 
people will go to heaven? Well, if they are go- 
ing there, I wish they would go to-day. 

It is unwise, it is unfair, it is unkind, it 
is wicked, it is mean, low, and little to talk 
the preacher down. Ask him to resign. That 
is honorable, but don’t talk him down; talk 
him up. Talk him up in your home. Help him 
to win the children. Talk him up among the 
young people. Lift not a finger, say not a 
word, do not a thing to break the spell of his 
unlifting influence, Talk him up among your 
fellow members. Be his solid friend.. Join 


he, ra 
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his body-guard, suffer no malicious tongue to 
stab his heart or hinder his work. Allow no 
one to speak ill of him in your presence. Talk 
him up‘in the social circle, on the street, in the 
cars, in the mill, in the store, in the office, in 
the missionary meetings, in the the sewing 
circles, in the Ladies’ Aid Societies, every- 


where. Minify his weak points and magnify 


his strong ones.. Speak kindly of him, or speak 
not at all. Do you know what such loyalty 
to the minister means? In nearly every case it 
means success. 

Years ago there was trouble in a certain 
church over the young pastor. Many members 
insisted upon his leaving. His few ardent 
friends insisted with equal zeal upon his re- 
maining. Much bad feeling had been generat- 
ed. The case was critical. 

Finally two prominent gentlemen called the 
congregation together and counseled them as 
follows: “It is true our pastor is not a great 
man. He does not preach learned or eloquent 
sermons, but we all know that he is a good 
man, and that he is doing all in his power to 
promote our spiritual interests. Let us all 
‘agree to bear with him, and, instead of talking 
him down, let us go out from this meeting re- 
solved to talk him up.” The advice was ac- 
cepted. The result you can guess. He remain- 
ed in that church nearly half a century, and 
remarkable success attended his ministry to 
the close. " 

If I were you, and had been talking my 
preacher down, I would go to him and apoli- 
gize and seek his forgiyeness and God’s pardon, 
and start out to do better. Yes, siree, I would. 

And while you are about it, why not talk up 
the collections, too. The Home Mission collec- 
tion needs a good word just now, and you can 
say it if you will. Silence is golden sometimes, 
and it is contemptable.at other times. The 
man who does’t speak to his wife when walk- 
ing, or dining. or when in her company for 
hours, maintains a silence that is contempt- 
able to devils. The preacher who says not a 
word about home missions, or foreign missions, 
or education when he has opportunity, is keep- 
ing silence at the wrong time. Open your 
mouth, my friend, and let your voice walk out 
in clear, strong, distinct tones in favor of the 
collections. The convention is talking. You 
will talk, and it is right that you should, pro- 
vided you talk about the right thing, in the 
right way, and at the right time. Now is the 
time for the Home Mission offering, and now 
is the time to talk about it, and take it. If 
you don’t do it, your silence is not golden, 
nor silvery, nor brassy; it is hardly fit for com- 
mon mud. i J. F. Burnert, Sec’y.

One Great Need of the Church.

The church has much to learn, but perhaps 
it has no lesson to master of more importance 
than this: Outside effort means inside pros- 
perity; or that work for the destitute has a re- 
flective influence upon the thrift of the church. 
And with this we need also to learn the truth 
of the exact opposite lesson; and that is, that 
too much attention to ourselves has a bad 


reflective influence even upon our own local 
work. It is doubtless true that some of our 


~church are suffering, if not dying spiritually, 


from the influence of the self life, exerted in 
its own interest: It is not easy to learn, but 


it is.wonderfully true that work done to build — 


up the waste places of our own homeland al- 
ways seems to have a blessed influence for good 
upon the church which exerts itself to help 
the needy. If this be true, we may easily dis. 
cern the reason for so many of our churches 
seeming to go to ruin, or practically to a condi- 
tion of “stand-still”—it is due to the fact that 
we have spent ourselves upon ourselves, allow- 
ing our weaker brother to die for the lack of 
a little help and sympathy and encouragement. 
It is a law of God, and man need not try to 
circumvent it, or to obliterate it; for it is here 
to stay, and all our effort to go in opposition 


* to it only means our own failure. 


God’s law is that the well shall help the sick, 


the strong shall help the weak, the rich shall 


help the poor; and when we_ set ourselves 
against his thought, as expressed in his law, 
we are simply setting ourselves against God, 
and in the long run we shall get whipped, and 
the defeat will’ entail great loss to our own 
most cherished interests. Mark it! That is 
the truth, as set forth in God’s Word, as I 
read it, and if I am right, as I believe I am, 
then all this withholding from our Home Mis- 
sion funds for the good of our weak churches 
and destitute places (where the gospel is so 
greatly needed) only means our own loss. 

If our churches would only comply with the 
law of the Lord, and sow of their bounty boun- 
tifully for the good of the needy and the desti- 
tute, then we should see great prosperity dawn- 


. ing upon our cause at large, and a new day 


of thrift would be ushered in, not only. upon 
our churches, but upon our individual mem- 
bers; and this would come to pass, not so 
much because of what we might give, but be- 
cause of our having obtained a degree of 
spiritual life that will support that sort of 
liberality. Here is the hope for our future en- 


largement.

Lord Jesus is 
ready to say, “Inasmuch as ye have done it 
unto one of. the least of these, my brethren, ye 
have done it unto me,”

Shintoism, ‘ 

It is now sometimes said that Shintoism is 
a religion that has stepped down and out of 
Japan. Yes, that is what the devil is trying 


to make the Christian world believe in order ” 


to retard the progress of Christianity in this 
country. I know of nothing that has been 
lied about during the. last ten years as has 
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Japan. The only reason I can give for the fact 
is that the father of lies is using that as his 
most effective way of keeping Christ out of the 
hearts of this people. 

The material progress of Japan during the 
last thirty years. certainly has no parallel in 
history. However, all the telegraphs and steam 
engines in the world have not the power to 
save one soul. Not only many of the mis- 
sionaries, but not a few of the consecrated 


ones among the native workers lament the’ 


fact that the people have their thoughts so 
centered on material things that they cannot 
be induced to consider spiritual matters. 

Some years ago a few of the Shinto organ- 
izations asked the government that they- be 
allowed to be registered as secular, and not re- 
ligious organizations. That seems to be the 
origin of all this talk about Shinto being no re- 
ligion. Just what the import of that request 
was, I do not know, but I do know that the em- 
peror, the court, and all but a very few of the 
subjects continue to perform the Shinto rites. 
Just the other day the emperor sent a floral 
tribute to a spirit-worshiping feast that was 
held on the death anniversary of a noted man. 
Again and again we read of post-mortem hon- 
ors being given to those who have done great 
things for their country. One of our neigh- 
bors gave it as the reason the Japanese are not 
afraid to die in war is these same honors that 
may be had after death, and the Buddhist hope 
of transmigration. 

Nearly all over the country Buddhism and 
Shintoism are so blended that the people them- 
selves cannot tell where one leaves off and the 
other begins. As I write, the click of the 
type-writer is deadened by the ringing of the 
little bell and chant of the prayers of a band 
of Buddhist priests who are going from house 
to house collecting money from people who 
have only Shinto emblems on their god shelves. 
This is not the opinion of one who shuts him- 
self up in his study and knows not what is in 
the homes of the people, like so many of the 
opinions that get into print; for I have been 
in all of these homes, and sat beneath the god- 
shelf and sang “God is Love,” and explained 
the inability of the man-made gods to save, and 
the all-saving power of Jesus, the Christ, whose 
teaching I gave them. 

This province seems to be an_ especial 
stronghold of Shinto. In all the homes I have 
entered I have not seen one Buddhist idol; 
but everywhere the offerings are on the god- 
shelf before the Shinto emblems. The most 
couspicuous object in this city is an immense 
Shinto temple, whose worshipers are plenti- 
ful. The next week after we came here they 
had the annual purification ceremonies, when 
thousands bathed themselves, put on a single 
cotton garment (the old way was to go per- 
fectly nude, but the police will not allow that 
now) and march to the temple about midnight. 
Every day and night for weeks it was difficult 
to sleep for the blowing of the conch of the 
“devil exterminating” priests. 


Of course many of the more educated men 
claim to be above these things, claim to be 
without any religion; yet they have these 
things in their homes for their wives and chil- 
dren, and in times of sickness and death they 
come back to the old superstitions. 


Only a week ago I attended the burial of 
a prominent lawyer of this place. His oldest 


son, the heir, was our first baptized Christian 
here, so while we could take no part in the 


brother by going. 
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funeral, we wanted to show our love for that 
Although a high school 
teacher, the heir of his house, a husband and 
a father, he could not prevent the family coun- 
cil from having a Shinto funeral. In Sendai 
the Buddhists have most of the funerals, and 
even a Shinto one is mixed with Buddhism; so, 
queer to say, women attend the burial. Ac- 
cordingly, I accompanied my husband to the 
burial, only to find I was the only female to 
“desecrate” the occasion. 

I did not see the rites at the house, but at 
the grave the Shinto shrine-like “hearse,” 
was lowered from the shoulders of the men 
who carried it to the grave, and the intelligent- 
looking, aristocratic men proceeded to “make 
the corpse a god” by tying straw-rope and the 
Shinto strips of white paper around it, and 
placing offerings of liquor, cakes and fruit 
before it. Then the relatives and friends, most 
of them, proceeded to worship it. 

People here may shut themsélves up in their 
studies, and people at home may shut them- 
selves up in their ignorance of idolatry, and 
say it is not reasonabie that thinking men will 
do such things, while the sad fact remains that 
the idolator’s eyes are just as blinded as they 
were in the days when God thundered out his 
denunciation of idolatry through the Prophet 
Isaiah. 

My brothers and sisters who are enjoying the 
blessings of Christian public sentiment, is it 
not about time you were shutting your ears 
to the “beauty and romance” of heathenism, 
and opening your Bibles and seing what God 
says about it and what God says about your 
duty in applying the only remedy, the gospel 
of Jesus Christ our Lord?

What Paul Teaches Me About Rising 
Ahove Discouragement.

Paul teaches that discouragements will 
come to us in this life from many sources. We 
could not expect to be exempt from them. All 
of us may calculate on having to encounter 
them, but we need not be overcome by them. 
By the grace of God we can rise above every 
discouragement. 

Paul encountered many discouraging things 
in his abundant labors for Jesus. Soon after 
his glorious conversion and-enduement with 
the Spirit, he was met with the cruel hatred 
and opposition of the Jews, which followed 
him throughout~ his career. At Damascus 
they banded themselves together to kill him; 
they expelled him from Antioch; he was com- 
pelled to flee from Iconium; at Lystra they 
stoned him and left him for dead, and at 
Philippi he was drawn into the market-place, 
tried, beaten with many stripes, and thrust 
into prison and his feet made fast in the 
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stocks. After he conceived the noble purpose 
of preaching the gospel at Rome, he was im- 
prisoned for two long years and was compelled 
to make the voyage as a criminal; but. God 
was with him and gave him the desire of his 
heart. With all these discouraging things to 
happen to‘him, we do not one time read of 


his being discouraged. He overcame all the. 


discouragemenis of his eventful life. He be- 
lieved that through Christ strengthening him 
he could do all things. He said, “We are 
troubled on every side, yet not distressed; we 
are perplexed, but not in despair; persecuted, 
but not forsaken; cast down, but not de- 
stroyed.” He was always triumphant in 
Jesus. He possessed a victorious spirit. We 
too should not allow ourselves to become dis- 
couraged on account of the troubles and trials 
of life, but should make them stepping-stones 
to a higher Christian plane and a more effi- 
cient service for the Master. 

Paul’s triumphant, victorious life, as shown 
in the text was due: 4 

1. To the recognition of his rightful place 
before God. He understood that he was an 
ambassador, a messenger, a vessel in whom 
the power of God should be gloriously mani- 
fested. He opened up all the powers of his 
being to God, so that he could work in and 
through him. God in us enables us to rise 
above discouragements. 

2. To the constant renewal of the inward 
man. “Though the outward man perish, yet 
the inward man is renewed day by day. We 
who live are always delivered unto death for 
Jesus’ sake.” Paul saw that while the body 
was perishing and constantly being brought 
face to face with death, the spiritual life was 
being deepened, enlarged, enriched and 
strengthened both by the discouragements en- 


countered and by the precious anointings of 


the Spirit. Upon the troubled soul the Spirit 
falls like the dew of Hermon. 

3. To the fact that he had respect unto his 
reward. “He which raised up the Lord Jesus 
shall raise up us.also by Jesus.” Paul kept 
in view the resurrection of the saints, for 
which he was willing to make every sacrifice. 
He was determined that he should be counted 
worthy of that resurrection. In Phil. 3:13, 14 
he said, “Forgetting those things which are 
behind and reaching forth unto those things 
which are before, I press toward the mark 
for the prize of the high calling of God in 
Christ Jesus.” 

4. To the knowledge that all things God 
permitted were for his good. “All things are 
for your sakes.” “Our light affliction, which 
is but for a moment, worketh for us a far more 
exceeding and eternal weiglit of glory.” Our 
heavenly Father has a wise purpose in all the 
trials and troubles that he permits to come 
to us in this life. While we are reduced to a 
state of suffering by the hard things of life, the 
spiritual life is being deepened and our 
weight of glory is being increased. As we 
suffer for Jesus here, God is adding to our 
glory yonder: 

5, To his looking. upon spiritual and ‘in- 
visible things more than upon temporal. 
“While we look not at the things which are 
seen, but at the things which are not seen: 
for the things which are seen are temporal; 
but the things which are not seen are eternal.” 
By the eye of faith we may constantly gaze 
upon the things of the spiritual world, which 


habit will make us more and more heavenly- 
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minded and enable us to rise above every dis- 
couragement of life. Set your gaze upon the 
invisible Christ; be so constant that he shall 


make you an overcomer.

The Secretary of Education took occasion to 
attend the closing exercises of the school year 
at Defianée, which took place Saturday, June 
4th, to Thursday, June 10th. 

The summing up of achievements was most 
satisfactory, and the commencement proper 
was a time of interest and optimism.

HOW TO SUCCESSFULLY CONDUCT 
A CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR MEET- 
ING. 


(Read at the Joint Institute at Ludlow 
Falls, Ohio, May 19, 1903, by Miss Dru- 
silla Boice, of Greenville.) 

One can scarcely conceive the idea of a 
Christian Endeavor meeting being other 
than a success; there are meetings, many 
of them, that are not worthy the name 
Christian Endeavor, the young people 
coming together simply from habit, no 
spirit of worship. 

First we will consider the work of the 
Prayer-meeting Committee. Their work 
for the year cannot be done in one eve- 
ning, but they should meet once a month 
to select leaders. They should carefully 
and prayerfully study the subject, which 
should be given the leader two weeks 
previous to the time of meeting. The 
members, too, should be carefully studied, 
so that, if possible, each one may be bene- 
fited; but unless the leader has been 
walking with Christ, as did the disciples 
of old, until his heart burns within him, 
he cannot impart that spirit to his audi- 
ence which will make the meeting a suc- 
cess. 

A few moments of silent prayer is an 
excellent way to begin the meeting; a 
chain of sentence prayers will often en- 
courage some timid one to take part. A 
Christian Endeavor meeting should be 
filled with prayer. As we sometimes 
sing: 

Prayer is the Christian’s vital breath, 
The Christian’s native air; 

His watchword at the gate of death— 
He enters heaven with prayer. 


The music is a very important feature. 
The hymns should be selected with some 
thought of the lesson, concentrating the 
minds of the people. 

The Social Committee has a part not 
to be overlooked. We sometimes think 
the only duty of this committee is to 
arrange for social gatherings. These good- 
time socials are helpful to a society; the 
members learning to know one another 
better; but there aré more important 
duties for them; they should welcome 
every one to the weekly meeting, espe- 
cially the timid members and strangers 
who come in. A handshake and pleas- 
ant word of greeting make one feel per- 
fectly at ease. 

If these several committees have done 
their work well, and the leader is a 
Christian, endeavoring to lead sinners to 
Christ, the meeting will be a success in 
the sight of God, although there be no 
outward manifestation; we cannot al- 
ways measure success by what we see.

He spoke in such a manner as. made 
the tears trickle down from every eye, 
and the sighs and sobs ‘of the people 
sometimes almost stopped . him in his 
sermon. I shall not forget it as long as 
I live. And then, such sport cannot be 
had without money; and a man spends 
as much in this way on a Sunday as 
would keep his family half a week; so 


‘he comes home at night with weary 


bones, a guilty conscience, and an empty 
pocket-book into the bargain. : 
William: Well, I see it is of no use 






arguing with you. I shall go and see if 
they have spoken for the at. and got 
all things ready; for we mean to start 
early in the morning. 
Robert: Nay, but stay 
two longer, shopmate, for I have another 
reason stronger than.all the rest put to- 
gether, and that is, you have the com- 
mandments of God against you. He has 
said, “Remember the sabbath day and 
keep it holy; six days shalt ,thou labor 
and do all thy work; but the seventh~is 
the sabbath of the Lord thy God.” You 





may read more of it’ in Exodus, chapter’ 
20. And in another place Jehovah speaks. 


thus: ‘“Ye shall keep my sabbath, for it 
is holy unto you; every. one that de- 
fileth it shall be put to death.” 
this law was actually put in force among 
the Israelites. While they were in the 
wilderness they found a man that gath- 
ered sticks upon the sabbath day, “and 
the Lord said unto Moses, The man shail 
surely be put to, death, and all the con- 
gregation shall stone him with stones 
without the camp; and all the’ congrega- 
tion brought him without the camp, and 
stoned him with stones, and he died.”, 
(Num. 15:32-36.) Well might the apostle 
say, “It is a fearful thing to fall into 
the hands of the living God.”. Now, as 
to the manner of keeping the sabbath. 
1 will just mention one text of Serip- 
ture more, and this, as well as all the 
rest, is pointblank against you: “If thou 
turn away thy foot from the sabbath, 
from doing thy pleasure on-my holy day, 
and eall the sabbath a delight, the holy 
of the Lord, honorable; and shalt honor 
him, not doing thine own ‘ways, nor find- 
ing thine own pleasures, nor speaking 
thine own words, then shalt thou delight 
thyself in the Lord, and I will cause thee 
to ride upon the high places of the earth, 
and feed thee with the heritage of Ja- 
cob, thy father, for the mouth of the 
Lord hath spoken it.” (Isa. 58:13, 14.)

Robert: Why, then my wife and little 
ones are all as busy as if they were get- 
ting ready to go to court the next morn- 
ing; indeed, I always count the sabbath 
as the grand court-day of the King. of 
kings; for, as the hymn says: 


“The King himself comes near, 
_ And feasts his saints to-day; _ 
Here we may sit and see him here, 
And love, and praise, and pray.”

AMERICAN ADMIRAL PRAISES THE 
KAISER. 


‘Why should Germany be preparing for - 


war with. the United States more than 
with any other nation? No explanation 
is forthcoming, but there are strong rea- 
sons why the Kaiser should be powerful 
on both land and sea—in the interest of 
peace. To my-mind Germany is_ the 
principal peacemaker of Europe. Located 
as she is, she forms a bulwark between 
the northern and southern nations which 
may haye already prevented more than 
one international conflict, for she pre- 
sents a barrier, to Russian progress to 
the southwest and checks any ambition 
of France and Italy to extend their do- 
mains northward. If Germany were 
weak in naval and military strength the 
present stability of the Powers might be 
greatly affected, to say nothing of the 
possible dismemberment and the down- 
fall of the empire. To maintain a power- 
ful fleet and army is perhaps more essen- 
tial to her than to any other nation, and 
this fact the Kaiser appreciates. : 
This explains his energy in the creation 
of his navy and his effort to increase the 
efficiency of his soldiers. I think he can 
well be called the ablest of the Hohen- 
zollerns. Study his policy impartially, 
since his accession to the throne, and you 
will see that he has realized the impor- 
tance of force on land and sea not to 
make war, but to prevent it. Some may 
call this militarism, but in my opinion 
it is a movement in the interest of peace.

HON. PETER COUCHMAN was born in 
the town: of Broome, Schoharie County,

He cast his vote for Boice 
of lowa, while the seven other delegates 
supported Cleveland. In the fall of the 
same year, by the urgent request of the 
state convention, he was induced to accept 
the nomination for governor; though not 
elected in that strong republican state, yet 
democracy was much eucouraged and four 
years;later carried the state for the Bryan 
electors. When Cleveland became president, 
he gave him the appointment as Indian 
Agent: at the Cheyenne River Agency. He 
remained four years under Cleveland and 
about ;six months under a _republiean ad- 
ministration, when President McKinley 
thought it was time for the victors to claim 
the spoils. Mr. Couchman’s wife died in 
1872: . He never betrayed a trust and the 


~ great secret of his success in every way 


has been his sterling qualities, his moral 
and Christian integrity. More than fifty 
years ago he made the good confession of 
faith in Christ as God’s Son and his only 
Saviour, a himself with the Chris- 
tian church. e came to the end of his 
earthly life like a shock of corn fully ripe;
